JOHN D. HOWE GIVES HIS 
OPINION OF MARKET- 
ING LEMONS 





Lemon Growers Must Get More 
Returns for Fruit or Indus- 
try is Doomed. Impossible 
to Make Money Under Pre- 
sent’ Conditions. 





John D. Howe, who has been 
growing lemons here for sev- 
eral years, has a few ideas 
on the marketing of fruit, 
and, with the citrus fruit mar- 
ket anything but encouraging, 
offerg to News readers and fo 
lemom growers in particular, 
a few ideas that he believes 
will assist in getting for the 
grower a just return for his 
fruit. 

Mr, Howe’s article. follows: 


I have been a member of the 
California Fruit Growers Ex- 
change for twelve eonsecutive 
years and like thousands who 
also have been members, I 
have taken the program as 
laid down by the organization 
and if at the end of the year 
I made any money I took it 
and if I lost money I said 
nothing, but I think the time 
has come for someone to at- 
tack the Exchange, not individ- 
ually, not any particular per- 
son but their method of sales- 
manship in the first place, and 
the contracts binding the grow- | 
ers. to the Exchange and the 
Distriet Exchanges to the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Growers Exchange 
in the other place. 

First 1 élaim that the pre- 
sent selling method is out of 
date, obsolete, old-fashioned 
and should ‘be changed. —T 
know of no large business con- 
cern in the United States now 
who attempts to market its 
crop by the tramp car method. 
There was a time early in the 
game before we had the con- 
trol of the lemon situation 
when it was necessary for us 
to go into the markets in the 
East and beg the jobber to 
take our product. But that 
time--has past. We have all 
worked continuously for years 
to build up the members of 
the Exchange with the sole 
object in view to eventually 
get the control of the lemon 
production in our hands, for 
the purpose of establishing a 
fair return to the grower, and 
with this control to tell the 
jobber and the retailer at the 
other end how much he would 
have to pay us for our lemons. 

I maintain that, with a 95% 
control of any product manu- 
factured and sold in the United 
States, the concern who ‘has 
that control can at.least get 
what it costs to do business, 
with a fair profit at any time, 
provided always that the pub- 
lie is willing to take the pro- 
duct at a fair price. 

I claim that the American 
public is willing to pay forty 
cents per dozen for good sound 
lemons the year around and 
upon this basis, taking thirty 
dozen to the box, the consum- 
ing publie will pay $12.00 for 
our fruit. 

I do not. claim that we 
should revolutionize the pre- 
sent selling plan, but if we 
charged the jobber $6.50: a 
box, then he can make a week- 
ly turnover of 20 per cent and 
he is getting the aveiage pro- 
fit that the jobbing business 
is supposed to return. I claim 
that if the retailer buys this 
fruit at $7.80 and makes a 50 
per cent profit that he is mak- 

ng the average return. that 
the retail business is supposed 
to return, 

With the organization that 
we have in the California Fruit 
Growers Exchange, there is no 
reason why an even distribu- 
|tion, giving all consideration 

‘due to the law of supply and 
demand, cannot be made so 
that the jobber will realize 
that we are now. in a position 
to tell him what the fruit is 
roing to cost him and we 
should not ship any more fruit 
than the eonsuming publie will 
take, and that the 
hte get $6.50. delivered,

dorsed: first—control of ship- 
ments all over the state, so 
that no markets shall be glut- 
ted while others are lean in 
supply, and so that no more 
fruit shall‘be shipped than the 
market will absorb with pro- 
fit; seeond—elimination of the 
sale of cull fruit on the Pa- 
cifie Coast where this fruit 
for which the grower gets 
nothing, supplies almost the 
entire demand for oranges to 
an immense population; third 
—eontrol of the shipments by 
sizes of fruit, so that in a year 
like the one just closed the 
small fruit shall, if necessary, 
not be shipped at all; at least 
such shipments shall be under 


The Citrus Bureau of the 
Redlands Chamber of Com- 
merce is sponsor for the new 
movement. This means that 
individuals and organizations 
as such are eliminated when 
it eomes to eredit or blame. 
Again, it has wiped out the 
old-time serapping between Ex- 
change, M. O. D., and other 
marketing organizations, giv- 
ing each a great opportunity 
to ‘‘get in bed’’ with the pro- 
gressive development, without 
sacrificing its dignity or hav- 
ing its pride hurt. 

The movement has the back- 
ing of the orange growers as 
individuals—regardless of mar- 
keting affiliations. The com- 
mittee, which made the first 
mass meeting a marked sue- 
cess, has been drafted to take 
the movement through the 
state, so that all districts may 
take part in the general move- 
ment. 

Growers to Have Say 

In plain English, the grow- 
ers have at last decided that, 
since it is their fruit which is 
often being furnished for a 
“‘“Roman holiday,’’ they, the 
growers, now propose to have 
a finger in the pie somewhere 
down the line. As one well- 
known co-operative expressed 
it: ‘‘After we get all through 
our arguments, the old law of 
demand and supply flattens us 
all out, one and all alike— 
hence, I am in favor of a self- 
imposed regulation by which 
all hands will either prosper 
or suffer.’’ 

The point: was brought out 
at the mass meeting that, since 
No one organization was in 
the saddle in this movement, 
no marketing organization 
eould justly claim credit of 
putting it over for the pur- 
pose of winning more mem- 
bers. Nor could any indepen- 
dent or individual prove any 
claim to the detriment of the 
co-operative organization. 

Representatives from Tulare 
eounty and other districts 
were present and said in their 
own districts this program had 
been in force for some time, 
henee the Redlands group 
would find a warm welcome. 

Members of the California 
Fruit Growers’ Exehange, 
Mutual Orange Distributors, 
American Fruit Growers, Ele- 
phant Orchards,-several of the 
leading independents and 
others made talks endorsing 
the program.

Free Buffalo 


T has becn said that a very large number of persons 

will accept anything offered them if no charge is made. 

Getting something for nothing is especially attractive, 

but the experience of mankind is that few of us get 
anything for nothing, unless getting stung is getting some- 
thing. Here is the ease of some buffaloes of the Yellowstone 
Park herd which the Department of the Interior has offered 
to give away because the herd is getting too large. Requests 
for a buffalo are ‘‘pouring in’’ on the department. They 
come frem people in ‘cities, who seem to think that a free 
buffalo will help to make them happy. Requests come from 
persons who have not the means to pay the grocery bill of a 
buffalo and who have not the kind of lodgings a civilized 
buffalo needs. The Yellowstone buffalo are not the Buffalo 
Bill kind of buffalo. They are Government raised and have 
been on the Government pay roll ever since they were born. 
They will probably eat out of a nian’s hand and are indisposed 
to do any work. It is not clear why so many people want 
to adopt a buffalo. It would not be convenient to a buffalo 
to keep him in a flat. A man with a large country place 
where grass and corn grow and where there is a big barn 
eould make a buffalo at home. The owner of such a place 
and a buffalo could talk of his private zoological park and 
could call in the neighbors to see the author of the buffalo 
robe. Perhaps if the Government keeps on raising buffaloes 
to give away there will be a buffalo on every farm, and the 
animal will become as numerous in the Potomac Valley as 
it was several hundred years ago.—Washington Star.

Personal Liability—Why Not? 


GREENBERG, La., paper reports that in an endeavor 
to burn the carcass of a deer which they had shot 
illegally, two hunters started a brush fire in a national 
forest last fall which eseaped their control. It was 
necessary for the government to call out a large crew of men 
in order to extinguish the fire. As it was, 2,000 acres of 
forest land was blackened before the fire was put out. 


The two hunters were subsequently haled into court and 
ordered to pay the United States‘ Federal government the 
sum of $2,500, the cost of controlling the fire which had been 
started by their own negligence. 


This is a significant decision and adds strength to the 
legal precedent for personal liability for fire carelessly 
started. It will undoubtedly stimulate a wholesome public 
respect for forest protection and the scope of the decision 
should be extended to fire damage caused by carelessness to 
other classes of property, in addition to the penalty imposed. 


The practice of team-work, co-operation, concerted effort, 
or whatever it may be aptly called, cannot be emphasized too 
vigorously in fire prevention. At the same time, individual 
responsibility and the sinister shadow of personal liability 
will do much to ‘‘stay the careless hand.’

SHALL WE KEEP COST 
ACCOUNTING RECORDS?

H. C. M. Case, head of the 
Farm Organization and Man- 
agement Department of the 
State College of Agriculture 
at Urbana, Illinois, has just 
published figures showing farm 
earnings on representative 
farms in Illinois. Two hun- 
dred thirty-three farm records 
kept last year in eleven coun- 
ties in representative parts of 


operated with the College of 
Agriculture and the County 
Farm Bureaus, show that the 
earnings on thuse farms drop- 
ped to such a low level: that 
each of the farmers lacked an 
average of $12 of getting any- 
thing for his labor and man- 
agement after five per cent 
interest on a conservative valu- 
ation of his land, livestock and 
equipment was deducted. In 
other words, the farm earnings 
fail to pay farmers five per 
cent on the capital invested. 
The generally recognized fact 
that farmers are going through 
severe depression is con- 
firmed by a summary of the 
records, 

Exprssed in another way, 
the earnings of the 233 farm- 
ers were such that even if they 
were allowed labor wages com- 
parable toa hired man’s wages, 
they still made only 3.477 per 
cent on their investment to 
pay them for the use of their 
capital and their managing 
ability. Farmers are entitled 
to more than a hired man’s 
wages since their ability as 
managers should be rewarded, 
says Professor Case. 

Those who kept the records 
were farmers who were willing 
to keep good farm accounts 
throughout the year and their 
earnings were probably better 
than those of the average 
farmers in the state. 

Despite the fact that the 
average earnings of the 233 
farmers was extremely low, 
there is some encouragement 
ifor the farmers in a-study of 
{the records and the returns ob- 
tained by the different farm- 
ers. For one thing the 78 most 
profitable farms in the group 
each made $1887 more than the 
78 least profitable farms. This 
difference of almost $2000 in 
|the earnings of the most and 
the least successful farms mea- 
sures the difference between 
success and failure on many 
Illinois farms. : 

Notwithstanding the value of 
definite figures of this kind 
secured in representative farm 
communities, county farm ad- 
visors have found farm ace- 
counting one of the most dif- 
ficult lines of work in which 
to secure cc-operators. Doubt- 
less this is due to the fact 
that relatively few farmers 








|keep accurate records, and 


many who start out to keep 
them get behind with them 
sooner or later and thus do 
not complete the year. The 
time required is very little if 
the records are kept every day. 

Is it not worth while to 
secure a few records of this 
kind in: each community in 
San Bernardino -County? The 
names of the farmers who fur- 
nish records are never pub- 
lished nor are they ever dis- 
cussed by anybody, even those 
securing the records, except by 
number of farm.

The medicinal qualities of Ar- 
rowhead Hot Springs, at the foot 
of the famous Arrowhead, are in- 
ternationally known and are rated 
as the hottest springs known to 
man. The water flows from the 
Penyagal spring (Arrowhead in 
Gauchams. language) at the rate 
of 55,000 gallons every 24 hours. 
It is remarkable for its pleasant 
taste and healing qualities. 

In Hot Water Canyon, below 
Penyagel Spring, are scores of 
other springs gushing forth from 
the banks of the canyon and their 
future development bids fair to 
place this region far ahead of 
other hot springs. 

History records that it was 
March 14, 1774, when the first 
white man, Bl Capitan Juan Ba- 
tista de Anza, left Mexico to 
blaze a trail into California, and 
he came by the way of Yuma and 
the San Gorgonia Pass and gazed 
enthralled at the wonderful val- 
ley of the Guachama Indians. 

Mormon Invasion 

In 1850 came the first invasion 

of the Mormons, 500 in number,

The Indian tribes of Southern 
California had many legends con- 
cerning Arrowhead, which have 
been handed down from the early 
Padres, proving the great anti- 
quity of the Arrow. The mythical 
story of the Guachama tribe is 
one most frequently related, and 
briefly, is as follows: 

Muteat, the “Spirit of Good,” 
was angry with the Guachama 
tribe, who dwelt in the beautiful 
San Bernardino Valley. Had he 
not provided them with the most 
fertile valley? Were not their 
braves the hardiest, their crops 
the best, their hunters the most 
successful? Peace, joy and an 
abundance of good was in Gua- 
chama, the “Land of Plenty.” But 
the people had forgotten Mutcat 
and he was angry with them, so 
he sent Isel, the Heat Spirit, from 
Tamit the Sun Land, down into 
the valley. 

Quickly Isel drank the streams 
dry. The formerly fertile fields 
turned yellow under the intense 
heat; vegetation perished, anim- 
als starved and dread famine was 
in the valley. Isel ranged forth, 
scorching and burning the crops 
and baking the earth. 

The leaders of the tribe order- 
ed the huge fast fires lighted and 
they danced the weird coyote 
dance, but still the drouth con- 
tinued. All the valley lay dead, 
a dull grey under the burning 
touch of Isel. Pestilence and dis- 
ease’ gripped the people of Gua- 
chama. Then the Medicine Men 
and the Chief held solemn coun- 
cil over glowing pipes. 

The outcome of the council was 
the offering of Chief Janna’s only 
daughter Ne-wah-na (“The Maiden 
of the New Moon”) as a gift to 
Mutcat and Tucapec (heaven). 
Dressed in the costliest of robes 


and sacrificial raiment, Ne-wah-na ! 


was led to the funeral pyre by 
the great Chief Janna. Darkness 
fell and the fire burned low, Ne- 
wah-na was only ashes. A ‘hush 


held the little band when a great! 


white arrow of light flashed 
across the sky and struck down 
the Heat Spirit, Isel; a cool rain 
drenched the parched valley and 
saved the people. 

At dawn the thanktul people of 
the tribe gathered and gazed in 
awe at a huge arrowhead that 
had appeared on the mountain 
side and.at the foot of it rose 
healing waters from hot springs 
that rid the people of Guachama 
of their disease and suffering, and 
Isel was buried forever in the 
mountain under® the Arrowheal. 

And so it came the Arrowhead 
that marks the place where the 





world famous hot springs are in 
the wonderful San Bernardino 
Valley at the entrance to the 
“101-Mile Rim of the World” 
drive through the San Bernardino 
Mountains. 

The Guachama Indians are 
gone, but the great Arrowhead re- 
mains, as does the Land of 
Plenty of the Guachama’s in sil- 
ent tribute to the sacrifice of the 
beautiful Ne-wah-na, daughter of 
the Great Chief Janna, who sav- 
ed the land of his tribe.

This agreement does not permit 
nor encourage a central con- 
trol and central distribution 
of the fruit but very specifical- 
ly states that the general plan 
of the contract is to unite in 
securing results, “‘which are 
beneficial to all alike but at 
the same time preserving to 
each shipper complete inde- 
pendence of action to all of 
his shipments.’’ 

So therefore, whenever I 
have discussed the matter with 
the Los Angeles office they 
have come back at me with 
the argument that it is impos- 
sible to pro rate the shipments 
because several factions will 
not agree to it. There are sev- 
eral District exchanges who 
positively refuse to co-operate 
and agree to allow the Los 
Angeles office to proportion 
the shipments.

The agreement referred to 
above was made in September, 
1920, and as long as it is in 
force any one of the district ex- 
changes has Yhe right to refuse 
to enter any co-operative plan or 
central control of shipments if it 
does not care to. 

I would like to see a contract 
between the California Fruit 
Growers Exchange and its district 
exchanges which would bind it 
to the will of a central office in 
Los Angeles, and then with our 
95 per cent control of lemons, 
the Los Angeles office could get 
every grower at least $1.00 a field 
box for his fruit, by proper mod- 
ern selling methods and careful 
distribution, whether we shipped 
the whole crop or only part of it. 

I claim that with an iron-clad 
agreement and with a centralized 
power for selling of fruit that 
there are any number of con- 
cerns in the United States, 
whether they ever saw a lemon 
or not, could take this 95 per cent 
control and get the grower a 
fair return.

This, it seems to me, is an abso- 
lutely unsound selling plan, es- 
pecially when we have. within our 
grasp the-.ability and control to 
make the price before the fruit 
is shipped. 

There may have been a time 
when it was necessary to follow 
this principle, when we had com- 
petition from the Independents 
and naturally were not convers- 
ant with how much or to what 
poirt they were making their 
shipments. But with this prac- 
tical monopoly of the situation, 
the elimination of independent 
shippers of lemons, it seems to 
me that we are simply giving 
ourselves credit for being smart 
business men and clever sales- 
men when, as a matter of fact, 
we are not using any real sales- 
manship or selling ingenuity at 
all. 

We have heard the argument 
advanced that we had a perish- 
able product, but this is not a 
sufficiently important factor to 
excuse our present practice. We 
have ‘had it claimed that as soon 
as the hot weather came that we 
would get good prices, but hot 
weather alone will never make 
a lemon market. It is possible 
to take the hottest month in the 
year and ruin the market by un- 
wise over-shipment and indiscrim- 
inate distribution of the fruit. 
We will always get more money 
for fruit in the hot summer time 
than we will in the winter, but it 
takes more than hot weather to 
make a fair selling price.
